This is 
the bill which passed the 
House and Senate and was 
signed into law by the 
Governor.

The prospect of not meeting 
the promises implicitly made 
to public employees should 
be troubling to decision mak- 
ers at all levels of govern- 
ment. Decisive steps need to 
be taken to mitigate the long- 
term unfunded obligations 
for retired government work- 
ers. The immediate expecta- 
tion is that we need to honor 
commitments made _ to 
retired workers or those 
approaching retirement. 
Over the longer term, tradi- 
tional pension benefits need 
to be transitioned into 
defined contribution plans, 
comparable to those offered 
in the private sector. This 
transition would create pari- 
ty betweem public and pri- 
vate sector retirement plans. 
Noteworthy measures have 


been tried in other states. 


with success. Such measures 
include proration of retire- 
ment premiums based on 
years of service, rising the 
minimum retirement age and 
increasing employee contibu- 
tions. All of these measures 
should be evaluated as parts 
of a comprehensive solution. 
My proposal includes placing

ing escrow account ear- 
marked to subsidize obliga- 
tions that are currently 
unfunded. This addresses 
two issues. First it imposes a 
cap on the growth of govern- 
ment payrolls, and secondly 
it forces government to get 
serious about paying its bills.

Massachusetts’ public 
retirees face a_ serious 
threat to their healthcare 
and life insurance benefits, 
because the state must 
come up with $16 billion in 
unfunded liabilities to cover 
premiums and other post- 
employment benefits. It is 
essential these _ retired 
workers receive the benefits 
they earned. It is the deal 
the Commonwealth made 
with them when the 
employees provided service 
to Massachusetts, and a 
deal it must keep. On the 
local level, towns such as 
Burlington and Bedford 
have been setting aside 
money to pay for these obli- 
gations. I support the 
Commonwealth’s creative 
way to address the problem. 
According to _ treasurer 
Steven Grossman, from this 
year onwards, 
Massachusetts will set 
aside in an OPEB-specific 
fund a chunk of the roughly 
$300 million annual pay- 
ment it receives from the 
Tobacco Master Settlement 
Agreement. This first year, 
that chunk is $25 million. 
Next year, it’s $50 million. 
By 2022, and the years 
thereafter, $250 million of 
the state’s tobacco settle- 
ment money will go into a 
fund for retirees’ health- 
care expenses. This is a 
creative way to identify 
dedicated revenue without 
raising taxes. 


“The Town Crier's proposal 
for the previous evening, 
October 23rd, was good but 
two consecutive dates would 
be awkward,” continued 
Carey.

WEF awards 


Making the grade

WILMINGTON - 

The Wi nm Educational 
Foundation (WEF) hosted its 
annual grant award night, 
where teachers and administra- 
tors employed in Wilmington 
Public Schools give short pre- 
sentations on grants for which 
they have applied or received. 
Four presenters discussed 
grants they had received on 
Tuesday, evening, and what 
these grants will mean for the 
students of Wilmington. 

The first presenters were 
Jason Fredette and Lisa King, 
who are the vice principals of 
the Shawsheen and Woburn 
Street Schools, respectively. 
They presented on a curricu- 
lum grant that would help to 
implement a program called 
MTSS (Massachusetts Tiered 
System of Support) in their 
schools and to educate the staff 
about its implementation. The 
program calls for early inter- 
vention and frequent testing to 
determine literacy learning 
problems, followed by detailed 
analysis of literacy learning 
issues, frequent benchmarks 
and data driven interventions. 
The program is focused around 
students in grades pre-K to 2, as 
these are the grade levels 
focused on learning to read 
rather than reading to learn. 

A successful program called 
‘answerweb’ has been in place 
in Wilmington for the past three 
years. A new grant will lead to 
further implementation of this 
program as well as an 
increased. intervention library 
for teachers to use to identify 
issues and correct them. 

This expert, Darci Burns, 
holds a PhD specializing in 

ing and reading retention. 
Her talk, titled “A toolbox for 
finding and fixing reading prob- 
lems: Where Is The Breakdown 
And What Do I Do About It?” 
aims to help teachers detect the 
early signs of reading problems 
and help them to correct these 
issues before they deepen. The 
grant was for $2,500, and prom- 
ises to increase the effective- 
ness of teaching reading in 
Wilmington elementary 
schools. 

The second presenter was 
Lisa Ippolito, a teacher who 
used a WEF grant to finance a 
Science, Technology, 
Engineering, and Math 
(STEM) fair for students and 
their families last year.

A fter reading Sven Birkerts “The Gutenberg Elegies,” 


I thought maybe it is the time to just put the white . 


flag up. You win. There’s been so much commen- 
tary lately on the death of deep thinking: reading literature, 
delving into a conversation on the meaning of life, dis- 
cussing issues and ideas, enriching the inner self. In other 
words, using your brain for something more than texting 
and making more money. Birkerts doesn’t hammer away at 
you - instead he ruminates on why reading matters, and 
why listening to a book or leafing the laptop is different 
from devotion to and love of books. 

To think about a world without paper and print, to confront 
the fate of reading in the age of technology, is more than I 
can face. But “The Gutenberg Elegies,” although serious 
and often disturbing, is also philosophical. In the introduc- 
tion Birkerts talks 
about the soul needing 
silence, time and con- 
templation - the oppo- 
site of our busy lives 
consumed with point- 
less distractions. He 
poses pensive questions 
to mull over, to wonder 
and worry about. To 
tell you the truth, the 
book gave me a 
headache. It’s not an 
easy read - slow going, 
but I couldn’t put it 
down. 

As luck would have it 
though, right in the 
midst of my doomsday 
despair, what should 
catch my eye but a very 
short article titled 
“Trident Booksellers 
Set to Expand.” 
WHAT! I did a double- 
take, a book store “getting bigger” when so many have 
closed, succumbed to the times, including chains. WELL. I 
jumped with joy, howled and yowled, and took off to, take a 
look. 

Trident Booksellers and Café has been around for almost 
thirty years - on Boston’s Newbury Street, of all places, 
among the upscale shops and high-end boutiques and busi- 
nesses. Why they have survived and thrived is the big ques- 
tion, staying basically the same for all these years.. What’s 
interesting is that the majority of customers are young 
and/or students, drawn to a time-tunnel of sorts, back to the 
atmosphere and attitudes of a different generation. 

One of the idiosyncrasies that make Trident so appealing 
and unique is the floor layout. Food and books intersect 
throughout - the opposite of the NO FOOD/DRINK signs 
that you would expect. When you come through the front 
door “hallway” there’s a long table crowded to one side 
where you can be left alone to get organized, make some 
notes, or flip through a magazine. There are book shelves on 
the opposite wall of this narrow space, and lots of pam- 
phlets, flyers and neighborhood newspapers on a rack 
beside the door. 

The Café is more-or-less on one side. The books are more-

gentle dog who has been lost 
fpr weeks in the WoBurWil 
area, her loving and broken- 
hearted family, and a com- 
miinity brought together 
across neighborhoods and 
even towns to help get 
Snappy home safely.

On a beautiful late summer 
day on September 6 - five 
weeks ago - Snap, a four- 
year-old Weimaraner (looks 
like a taller and skinnier 
version of a Labrador 
retriever, but gray-brown) -- 
disappeared from _ the 
Burlington side of the Mill 
Pond, Reservoir (owned by 
Woburn, Burlington, and 
Wilmington -- or WoBurWil).

ter carriers and postmas- 
ters, a former State trooper

animal lovers everywhere 
have come together to help 
find Snap and get her safely 
home. Snap’s human moth- 
er, Anne Stetson of 
Cambridge, says the only 
way she has made it through 
the worry and heartache of 
these last weeks is thanks to 
the kindness and generosity 
of strangers now friends 
who have rallied around her 
and her family to help find 
Snap.

deeply rooted into 
Wilmington and the sur- 
rounding towns’ wellbeing, 
be it physical or professional 
health. The center also has 
significantly more afford- 
able co-pays and does not 
have the extremely long 
waiting periods to see pri- 
mary care physicians that 
major hospitals do. 

Many more patients have 
been coming into this facili- 
ty in recent years. Their 
traffic has increased 35 per- 
cent, but the center has the 
same number of staff. 
Being a community health 
center, the facility is not 
open twenty-four hours a 
day like its Boston based 
competitors.

The town of North Conway, New Hampshire offered a 
departure from the usual Thanksgiving drill. Opting to forgo 
dish washing this year, our family instead explored some 
hidden and not-so-hidden gems of this small ski village. 

We booked our stay at the Red Jacket Resort, a family 
hotel with an indoor water park and activities for children 
including an arcade, story time, bonfire, and sledding. 

‘Thanksgiving morning we headed out early and hiked the 
Boulder Loop Trail, right outside of Conway, near a rebuilt 
covered bridge along the Kancamagus highway. After a 
snow picnic, we made our way to the Intervale Scenic Vista 
Center, just north on US302. Not an ordinary rest stop, this 
building boasts an unimpeded view of the Mt. Washington 
Valley and hosts a history of skiing exhibit, highlighting 
nearby Cranmore Mountain. 

A quick check-in and we headed to Stonehurst Manor for 
our feast. This inn/restaurant offered a wonderful Turkey 
Day selection, which accommodated all palates, including 
the kids. A few hours and full bellies later, we attacked the 
water park before finally yielding to the tryptophan. 

“Morning brought a varied and fresh buffet fueling up the 
group for more swimming and sledding. Departing the 
hotel, but not yet finished with our exploration, we hiked to 
Echo Lake and nearby Cathedral Ledge, agreeing that these 
spots were worthy of a warm-weather visit as well.

“You have to be able 
to identify what’s poisonous, 
what’s edible, and what won’t 
kill you.”

down, but they actually

Frankenweenie, a_heart- 
warming tale about a boy 
and his dog - with a unique 
‘twist, like most of Burton’s 
films. 

‘After unexpectedly los- 
ing his beloved dog Sparky, 
young Victor harnesses the 
power of science to bring 
his best friend back to life- 
with just a few minor 
adjustments. He tries to 
hide his home-sewn cre- 
ation, but when Sparky gets 
out, Victor's fellow stu- 
dents, teachers and the 
entire town all learn that 
gétting a new "leash on life" 
can be monstrous. 

The cinematic mad sci- 
entist behind such stylishly 
-macabre movies as The 
Nightmare Before 
Christmas, The Corpse 
Bride and _ Beetlejuice, 
Burton expands his 1984 
live-action short, 
Frankenweenie, to a fea- 
ture-length animated film. 
It’s plenty cute and a lot of 
fun. 

~Like The Nightmare 
Before Christmas before it, 
the director uses. the 
painstaking stop-motion 
agimation technique to 

Frankenweenie live 
again. It’s a well- rendered 
and told tale of young 
Victor’s devotion to Sparky, 


the dog whose love for fetch- 
ing balls leads to tragedy. 

Burton filmed 
Frankenweenie in silvery 
black and white, a homage 
to the Universal Studios hor- 
ror classic of the 1930s and 
’40s that the 54-year-old 
director and his monster- 
loving peers grew up watch- 
ing on TV. 

What's brilliant about 
Burton is the emotional 
range his movies portray. 
Frankenweenie is undoubt- 
edly frightening in parts - 
particularly when the resur- 
rected animals are 
unleashed onto the town fes- 
tival - but there's so much 
humor (a dead pet named 
"Colussus" turns out to be 
anything but) and tender- 
ness as well. 

The tears that young 
Victor spills over Sparky 
are genuinely heartfelt, 
and, for once, Frankenstein 
doesn't seem like a mad 
genius -- just a young boy 
who misses his favorite 
creature in the world. 

There’s enough here for 
kids (both toddlers and 
teens) as well as adults to 
leave with a smile, as well 
as a few scares. Perfect for 
the Halloween season.

smart, complicated, with 
plot twists sure to make the 
audience uneasy 

In this futuristic action 
thriller, time travel will be 
invented - but it will be ille- 
gal and only available on 
the black market. When the 
mob wants to get rid of 
someone, they will send 
their target 30 years into the 
past, where a "looper" - a 
hired gun, like Joe (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) - is waiting 
to mop up. 

Joe is getting rich and 
life is good... until the day 
the mob decides to "close 
the loop," sending back 
Joe's future self (Bruce 
Willis) for assassination. 

You have to pay attention 
to every single minute of 
Looper. It's important in 
order to get the most out of 
writer/director Rian 
Johnson's intricate plot. He 
takes the story in a com- 
pletely unexpected direction 
and then rather than find an 
easy route out, he ventures 
into territory where few 
would dare tread in a major 
studio release. 

No further explanation 
can be made nor any hints 
dropped about the specific 
twist that's sure to divide 
the audience as that would 
spoil the film, but suffice it 
to say very few films would 
attempt this. The fact it 
doesn't completely alienate 
the audience is due to 
Johnson's storytelling skills 
and a cast that's fully com- 
mitted. 

Gordon-Levitt (The Dark 
Knight Rises) stars as Joe, 
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-addicted hired killer 
working as a Looper. It's 


. 2044 and while time travel 


hasn't yet been invented, in 
2074 it's available but out- 
lawed. Joe works for Abe 
(Jeff Daniels), assassinat- 
ing targets sent back from 
"74. 

The targets are sent from 
the future to a specific spot 
in a remote cornfield where 
Joe stands ready to shoot 
them the second 
arrive. Each victim is 
strapped with silver bars as 
payment for the job, and 
each body is then cremated. 
It's actually a smart idea 
given that many of the vic- 
tims haven't even been born 
when they're murdered in 
2044. 

However, there's a 
change at the top of the 
organization in 2074 and the 
Loopers in 2044 are all hav- 
ing their circles closed, 
meaning their future selves 
are being sent back for 
them to murder. In doing so, 
the 2044 version is retired 
from looper service to live 
out the next 30 years know- 
ing exactly when their death 
will come. 

When it comes time for 
Joe's loop to close, his 
future version (played by 
Bruce Willis) is unwilling to 
go quietly. And by failing to 
kill his future self, 2044's 
Joe becomes a wanted man 
alongside his 2074 version. 

Johnson puts the audi- 
ence through the wringer, 
serving up some harrowing 
action sequences, constant- 
ly putting both versions of 
Joe in danger. 

Pay close attention, and 
if you can handle that one 
plot twist we won’t discuss 
here, ‘Looper’ turns out to 
be one of the most original 
films of the year.

* Sucralose: This sweetener, which often goes by the brand 
name Splenda(R), is one of the more popular supplements, The 
body does not recognize sucralose as a carbohydrate or a sugar, 
which means it will not be metabolized as such. Sucralose is 
heat-resistant, which means it can be used for cooking and bak- 
ing. 

* Stevia: Relatively new to the commercial market, stevia is 
an all-natural sweetener, unlike many of the other sugar substi- 
tutes. It comes from a South American plant of the same name 
and has a strong track record of safety. The sweetener has zero 
calories and no glycemic index. .y
